80 A black japanned Act-of-Parliament Clock with a timepiece move- 
ment, with an arched and shaped dial, the waist-door decorated with chinoi- 
series, 4ft. 9in. high, late 18th Century 


81 An Act-of-Parliament Clock, by Wilson, Peterborough, contained 
in a black japanned case, the waist-door decorated with ladies on verandahs 
and a summer-house, 4ft. 10in. high, late 18th Century 


82 An ormolu Mantel Clock of Louis XV style, the cartouche-shaped 
case chiselled with rock-work, flame-mouldings and surmounted by a boy 
seated on clouds and standing upon a pierced rococo base, Ift. 10in. high

Lné A Paris, the movement set in a rectangular case with ormolu anthemion

85 An early 18th Century brass Lantern Clock, by Manley in Norwich, 
the dial engraved with flowers and the cresting-pieces pierced with foliage, 
with a later oak bracket, lft. 2in. high

86 A small George II] mahogany Bracket Clock, by B. Lautier, Bath, 
with a circular enamel dial, the movement contained in a broken-arch topped
